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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 2 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest a step of spreading a primer and binder on a rubber 
trademark label, a step of removing the unnecessary impurities inside the mold after a 
first gluing process and refrigerating to 5°C the trademark label applied to a leather 
surface. 

Cunnington [US2282169] is the closest prior art of record. Cunnington discloses 
applying a shaped rubberous material to artificial leather by using a heated die. Note the 
shaped rubberous material can be in the shape of an indicia or "trademark label." 
Cunnington is mute as to the composition of the rubberous material and discloses 
vulcanizing the rubberous material to the artificial leather rather then adhesively bonding 
as required by claim 1 . 

Ammon [US5393372] discloses a method of applying an indicia to the upper 
portion of a shoe. Ammon does not disclose the indicia comprises a natural rubber 
material or that the indicia is applied using adhesive bonding.
